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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant has argued that loele falls to teach "a device disposed to examine traffic entering or leaving a data center on the coupled 
physical links." Examiner respectfully disagrees, loele teaches a device disposed to examine traffic entering or leaving a data center on 
the couple physica links (loele, column 3 lines 25-35, column 4 lines 35-57, column 16 lines 31-50, Figure 1) by teaching 
routers/firewalls/intrusion detectors disposed to examine traffic entering or leaving the data center. Statistical information is collected in 
that the intrusion detectors "gather different data relating to the originating points of the requests" and create event logs. 

Applicant further argues that there Is no dedicated private netv\/ork between the monitoring device and the control center disclosed by 
loele. Examiner respectfully disagrees, loele discloses in Figure 1, a control center (Item 140) being connected to the monitoring device 
where the control center is behind the routers and firewalls. Thus, loele teaches the contrQl center within the data center's private 
network. 

Examiner further notes that Applicant's amendment to correct the numbering of claims 27-34 is improper. MPEP 608.01 (j) notes that 
briginat numbering of claims must be preserved through the prosecution of the instant application. Upon allowance, Examiner will 
correct the numbering of the claims. 
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
